Pershing Announces Deco- 
ration for Gallantry of 17 
Officers and Men—Fifteen 
Awards Were Made Pos- 
thumously. 


Washington. September 13.—Award of 
the distinguished service cross to sev- 
enteen officers and men for gallantry 
in action was reported today to the 
war department by General, Pershing. 
Fifteen of the awards were made pos- 
thumously. Every man in the latter 
list either was killed in action or died 
of wounds, while three met death while 
attempting to rescue their commanding 
officer. 


Among those decorated posthumously 
was Private Grover W. Calhoun, Mor- 
gan, Ga., machine gun battalion. The 
citation follows: 

“He distinguished himself near Sois- 
sons by exceptional coolness and heroic 
handling of his gun. While under in- 
tense fire he inflicted heavy casualties 
on the enemy, thereby materially aiding 
the advance, and was killed on July 1%, 
while seeking an advantageous position 
durine the advance that date.” 

Illustrating the character of service, 
General Pershing cited a marine who, 
at Bois de Belleau, in June, was shot 
through the chest while carrying 2 
mess@ge from battalion to company 
headquarters directly across the face o?

“We Have Achieved Further 


Successes,’’ Says Pershing 


Commander-in-Chief of the 
American Armies Cables 
Short and Modest Report 
of Great Victory by Which 
Americans Have Advanced 
to Enemy Border — New 
Line of Battle Is Started. 


Washington, September 3.—The 
number of prisoners taken by the 
Americans in flattening out the St. 
Mihiel salient now numbers 13,300, Gen- 
eral Pershing reported in his commu- 
nique for today received late tonight 
at the war department. No mention 
was made of the number of guns and 
other booty captured. 

The enemy, General Pershing said, is 
retiring before the steady advance of 
the Americans and is destroying large 
quantities of materials as he goes. 

The text of the statement follows: 

“Headquarters of the American Ex- 
peditionary Forces, September 13.— 

“Section A—tIn the St. Mihiel sector 
we have achieved further successes. 
The junction of our troops advancing 
from the south of the sector with those 
advancing from the west have given 
possession of the whole. salient to 
points 12 miles northeast of St. Mihiel 
and have resulted in the capture of 
many prisoners. 

“Forced back by our steady advance, 
the enemy is retiring and is destroy- 
ing large quantities of material as he 
goes. The number of prisoners counted 
has risen to 13,300. Our line now in- 
cludes Herbeuville, Thillet, Hattonville, 
‘St. Benot - Xammes-Jaulny-Thiaucourt 
and Vieville.”

Von Payer Still Boasts. 


Amsterdam, Thursday, September 12. 
Reiterating that Germany “as the in- 
nocent and attacked party” in the war, 
had a right to demand indemnifica- 
tion, Frederich von Payer, the German 
imperial vice chancellor, in his speech 
today at Stuttgaart said that “we pre- 
fer on calm reflection, and even with 
our own favorable military situation, 
to abandon this idea.” 


Turning to the question of the oc- 
cupied térritories, the vice chancellor 
said that as a preliminary condition 
of peace for Germany and her allies 
those nations must have all their pre- 
war possessions, including the German 
colonies, restored. Then Germany, he 
declared, could evacuate the occupied 
regions and could give back Belgium 
without encumbrance and without re- 
serve, providing no other state was 
more favorably. placed in regard to 
Belgium than was Germany. 

He asserted that Germany would not 
submit to the entente powers for ap- 
proval or alteration the peace treaties 
which Germany had signed with che 
Ukraine, Russia and Rumania.

Looked at a single operation, 
Pershing’s attack is wholly comparable 
to that of Mangin against the Marne 
Salient and Rawlinson against the 
Montdidier pocket. In both cases the 
attack was mainly on’ one side of a 
deep salient or pocket, designed to nar- 
row the mouth and thus compel the 
enemy in the salient to retreat. But 
in the case of St. Mihiel, the pocket was 
so narrow at the mouth that a suc- 
cessful advance of half a dozen miles 
made quickly would threaten all the 
troops in the salient with envelopment 
and capture. This is what has hap- 
pened. . 

Thus Foch, having regained the ini- 
tiative as a result of the Marne coun- 


ter offensive, has successively attacked 
Ludendorff in all sectors where the‘ 
German position was unhappy. In each 
case he has assailed a position taken 
by the Germans originally as a jump- 
ing-off place for further offensive op- 


as 


er the chance of continuing the offen- 
sive had failed. 

The object of all these various of- 
fensives, taken together, is to disor- 
ganize the enemy, break down his mo- 
rale, put @ severe strain upon his re- 
serves and exhaust his materfals. These 
are the preliminary steps to the en- 
gaging in that great battle which must 
ultimately come and without which no 
military decision can be had. 


Hun Defeat Inevitable. 


None of the defeats so far inflicted 
upon the enemy has destroyed an army 
or shaken the organizataion of any 
single army. Collectively, the various 
Victories have ominously weakened 
German morale on the front and behind 
it, and forced the’ Germans to accept a 
defensive fight, the end of which is 
inevitable defeat. 

We are bound to avoid the familiar 
mistake of fixing up on geographical 
objectives as the aim of our comman- 
der-in-chief. ‘These geographical ob- 
jectives, frequently discussed, are but 
incidental. Foch is not striving to take 
Metz, the Briey iron mines; Cambrai, 
Douai or Lille.

Washington, September 13.—The ad- 
ministration measure designed to stim- 
ulate the sale of Liberty bonds by 
making a larger amount of them held 
by individuals and corporations free 
from federal taxation was passed to- 
night by the house without a dissent- 
ing vote. 

All of the bill’s important features— 
exempting from income and war excess 
profits taxation the interest on Lib- 
erty bonds up to $30,000 of the fourth 
issue, and $45,000 of the previous is- 
sues, authorizing regulation of Liberty 
Bonds transactions and increasing war 
savings stamps, authorizing from $2,- 
000,000,000 to $4,000,000,000—were left 


} unchanged by the‘house. 


Hill to Senate. ‘ 

The bill now goes to the senate, with 
prospects of speedy enactment next 
week. The house spent the entire day 
considering the measure, puting over 
the bill until tomorrow, when general 
debate will closed. Leaders plan 
to begin initial consideration of amend- 
ments Monday under a five-minute de- 
bate rule. 

Enactment of the bond bill had been 
sked by the treasury department before 
the beginning of the fourth Liberty 
Loan campaign, September 28, and all 
speeches in the house today agreed that 
the measure woulw greatly stimulate 
subscyiptions to the loans. Although 
there was no opposition to the provi- 
sions for increasing tax exemptions 
of Liberty Bonds, a-shafp fight devel- 
oped on the clause authorizing the 
president to regulate or prohibit trans- 
actions iff government bonds or other 
certificates. The provision, however, 
was retained in the bill, the house re- 
versing previous action in committee 
of the whole, after a stirring appeal by 
Majority Leader Kitchin. 

Hayes Leads iF ght. 

Representative Hayes, of California, 
ranking republican of the banking com- 
mittee, led the fight on the clause au- 
thorizing regulation of bond = sales. 
Thepower proposed for the president, 
he declared, is unnecessary, extrtaordi- 
nary and might frighten pro.s«pect- 
ive bond purchasers. tepresentative 
Kitchin declared the clause necessary 
to protect small as well as large bond- 
holders, and said it was inconceivable 
that the pregident or secretary of the 
treasury would use his eauthority to 
depreciate the price of bonds. Little 
syndicates of men have organized to 
buy bonds, Mr. Kitchin said, to “dump” 
them on the market and depress the 
price in an effort to force the govern- 
ment tq raise the prevailing interest 
rates. 

The house amended the section of the 
bill authorizing the secretary of the 
treasury to stabilize foreigm exchange 
so as to provide that the authority 
shall terminate in two years after the 
‘war ends.

Pool ‘Rooms Win 
Fight to Remain 
Open During Day 


Opponents of Measure As- 
sert That Police Have All 
Power Necessary to Pre- 
vent Loafing Under Work 


At a meeting of the police commit- 
tee of council Friday afternoon a spirit- 
ed contest was waged over the ques- 
tion of closing the Atlanta pool rooms 
during the hours of the day, and al- 
lowing them to open only between 6 
p. m. and 11 p. m., and after hearing 
from both sides of the question the or-, 
dinance which had been referred to 
the commitee by council was tabled, 
pending the enforcement of the “work 
or fight” law that was passed by the 
recent Georgia legislature. Council- 
man C. L.' Carpenter, however, dissent- 
ed from the majority, voting against 
tabling the measure. Z 

Attorney John Y. Smith, one of the 
representatives of Fulton, who voted 
for the above-mentioned law against 
loafers, represented the pool and bil- 
liard room men, and read a petition in 
which he showed great loss would ac- 
crue to those who had their money in- 
vested in| these places shduld they be 
forced to lose the revenue that would 
result from closing them for more than 
half their business time. Mr. Smith 


|\wondered why 


also showed that long-term leases 
were made for many of the-places, and 
that a failure to pay one month’s rent 
would lay the tenant liable to payment 
for the full term. 

Police Have Power. 

Mr. Smith argued that the police de- 
partment, which was under legal obli- 
gations to enforce the “work or fight” 
law, could do more toward disposing 
of the loafers in the city than would 
the closing of the pool,rooms, and said 
that the pool rooms being open would 
aid the police in detecting the habitual 
‘loafers. ° 

Mr. Smith was followed by Rev. John 
W. Ham, of the Tabernacle Baptist 
church, who gave figures showing the 
number of men he found in the pool- 
rooms of the city Thursday during the 
hours of registration, from 2:30 to 4 
Pp. m., and urged the closing of the pool- 
rooms during the day as a means of 
conserving labor. 

Former Councilman Warren spoke in 
favor of the poolrooms being allowed 
to run, saying that he knew nothing 
about the game, and did not approve 


of it, but declaring it to be his judge- 
ment that closing for a limited period 
would not have any effect upon the 
number of loafers. “If the poolrooms 
are wrong,” said Mr. Warren, “council 
Should close them altogether, but if 
they are not wrong, council has not 
more right to hurt the business of 
these places by such action as is pro- 
posed than it has to attack any other 
investment.” 

John W, Grant, owner of property 
rented to poolroom owners, spoke 
against the proposed ordinance, saying 
that although he lose nothing, per- 
haps, by the failure of these places, 
yet he did not think it just to take 
such action against them, especially ,in 
view of the remedy that is offered 
through the work-or-fight law against 
loafing. 


Workingmen Play. 


A regular pool player also spoke be- 
fore the committee, in which he, say- 
ing among other things, that 90 per 
cent of those who played pool and bil- 
liards were working men, and that the 
poolroom is the poor man’s club. He 
admitted, however, that poolrooms are 
often the gathering place of robbers 
and gamblers who seek to prey upon 
others, but declared it to be his opin- 
ion that the enforcement of the work- 
or-fight law would cCrive away this 
class of men. 

Chairman Little 
measure was directed principally 
against the negro poolrooms where ne- 
groes loafed while the city garbage 
carts and other city work was left un- 
done for want of help. 

When a vote of the committee was 
taken it was found that all the mem- 
bers tabling the ordinance with the 
exception of Councilman Carpenter, 
who voted against such action.

Try Sea Beef Some Day 


Prepared for The Constitution by the United 
States Food Administration at Washington 


There's always something new under 
the sun. Did you ever hear of sea 
beef? Its other name is whale, and ten 
to one you have never eaten it. Very 
likely you can byy it in your market 
now, for the United States bureau of 
fisheries is lending its ard to distribute 
it throughout the country. It is a 
good food if properly cooked. These 
recipes are suggestea wy the United 
States food administration: 


Whale Steak. 

cut half-inch thick; hot 
water, baking soda (one teaspoon to every 
quart water), pepper, salt, little butter, 
few drops of Worcestershire sauce, parsley. 
Dip for a minute in hot water containing 
one teaspoon of baking soda to the quart 
of water. Grease the wires of a broiler or a 
frying pan and allow the pan to become 
quite hot. Put the steak in and sear quick- 
ly on both sides. Reduce the heat slightly, 
cook for about three minutes and allow to 
brown well. Remove to a hot’ platter, 
sprinkle with pepper and salt, dot over with 
butter, add a few drops of Worcestershire 
sauce. Garnish with parsiey and serve at 


once. 
Whale Steak. 

Oone and a half or two pounds whale 
meat, hot water, soda (one teaspoon to one 
quart of water), one teaspoon fat, carrots, 
onions, parsnips, potatoes, parsley, two and 
half or three tablespoons floud (corn flour 
may be used) to each cup of liquid, pepper, 
salt, few drops Worcestershine sauce. Dip 
the meat for a minute in hot water contain- 
ing soda (one teaspoon soda to one quart 
water). RRemove from water, drain well 
and sear until brown in a frying pan con- 
taining the fat. Cut the meat in cubes, 
cover well with boiling water and allow to 
simmer gently 3% hours. About three- 
quarters of an hour before serving add the

vegetables and finely chopped parsley. 
When thoroughly cooked arrange meat and 
vegetables on a hot platter. Thicken the 
gravy by adding 2%-3 tablespoons of 
browned flour to every cup of liquid and 
season with pepper, salt and a few drops 0 
Worcestershire sauce. A small quantity 
of tomato sauce, well seasoned, and added 
to the gravy improves the flavor very 
much. Pour the gravy over the stew or 
serve in a separate gravy dish as desired. 


Pot Roast of Whale. 

Four pounds whale meat, warm soda wa- 
ter, one teaspoon pickling spice, half bay 
leaf, three sprigs chopped parsley, one 
chopped onion, boiling water to cover. Cut 
whale meat in square or oblong shape. 
Dip in warm soda water for three minutes. 
Drain thoroughly and sear well on all sides 


in a large saucepan. Drop in a small cheese- 
cloth bag containing pickling spice, bay 
leaf, chopped parsley, chopped onion and 
cover well with boiling water. Simmer slow- 
ly for 4% hours. If roasting more than 
3%-4 pounds of meat, cut it in two parts 
so that it will not take so long to cook, 
Serve hot with brown onion or tomato pars- 
ley sauce. 
Braised Whale Roast. 

Three and a half to four pounds whale 
meat. warm soda water, butter or beeg fat, 
half bay leaf, half teaspoon pickling spice, 
three sprigs parsley, one sliced onion, hot 
water. Dip in warm soda water for three 
minutes. Drain thoroughly and sear well 
on all sides 
the surface well with butter or pieces of 
beef fat. 
smal! cheesecloth bag containing bay leaf, 
pickling spice, parsley, sliced onion and 
hot water to depth of one inch. Cook very 
slowly 
hours, 
every fifteen minutes, gradually allowing 
the water to lessen. Serve hot with brown 
onion or tomato parsley sauce. 


COUNCIL WILL ACT 
ON “SKIP-STOP” PLAN 
FORSTREET RAILWAY 


After hearing from President Pres- 
ton Arkwright, of the Georgia Rail- 
way and Power company, with refer- 
ence to the “skip-stop” plan of taking 
passengers on the street cars in At- 
lanta, the street committee of council 
Friday afternoon appointed a commit- 
tee to work dut the details of the plan 
as touching city ordinances and to re- 
port to the next meeting of council, 
Monday afternoon next 

The “skip-stop” plan, explained in a 
few words, feans the stopping of 
street cars at every two blocks, in- 
stead of at the end of each block, as 
now practiced. There are many in- 
stances in the city where the car sta- 
tions are in the middle of blocks, and 
in that case the cars will, after the 
application of the new schedule, ignore 
the midway stop. 

Mr. Arkwright read a communication 
from the fuel administration, in which 
the plans were urged upon the street 
railway companies in-the interest of 
the salvage of fuel and electric ener- 
gy. It is a well-known fact among 
technical men that much mgre power 
is required to operate a car system 
where many stops and starts are made 
than under conditions where the vehi- 
cles continue to run for long distances 
without being forced to stop, and it is 
upon this theory that the fuel admin- 
istration is now urging the street rail- 
way companies to reduce the number of 
stops required of their cars. It is con- 
sidered likely that the Georgia railroad 
commission, under whose jurisdiction 
matters of this kind come, will order 
that the new plan be put into execu- 
tion at once. 

The committee of city council, which 
was appointed by the street commit- 
tee yesterday afternoon, will work out 
the details of the new stopping plan 
with officers of the street car com- 
‘Dany, and all ordinances that are in 
the code of the city that would inter- 
fere with the new conservation plan 
will be adjusted. 

The committee will report Monday 
to council, when the city fathers will 
take whatever action is within their 
province, thereby hastening the appli- 
cation of the new plan.

Petition of the Athens Railway and 
(Electric company for an increase in 
street car fare from 5 cents to 7 cents 
was filed with the railroad commission 
Friday. The company also asked for an 
increase in light and power rates. 
Hearing of the petition of the Augusta 
and Akin Electric company, which op- 
erates the trolley car system of Au- 
for an increase of street car 
from 5 cents to 10 cents, was 
continued by the commission from Fri- 
day until the matter could be investi- 
gated more fully. 

The commission decided that it had 
no jurisdiction in the Atlanta case, and 
Macon fares were raised by the Macon 
city council.

- THE LAST SALIENT GONE! 


At the bezinning of the summer there 
were three great salients along the western 
front between the English channel and the 
Swiss border. 

The first was in Picardy, reaching dan- 
gerously close Amiens; the second, in 
the Marne sector, having its apex at Cha- 
teau-Thierry, pointing direct to Paris and 
within only forty-seven miles of the French 
capital; the apex of the third was at St. 
Mihiel, and pointed straight at the heart of 
France. The third salient had been held 
continuously for over four years by the 
Germans, who established it in their first 
great dash into France in 1914, and who 
have held’ it ever since. 

One by one these three salients have 
been wiped out. The Americans and the 
French, in the remarkable drive beginning 
on July 18, on either side of Chateau- 
Thierry, drove the Germans out of that 
salient and straightened the line,back to, 
and even beyond, the Aisne. 

Then came the famous drive of the 
British and the French, who attacked the 
Montdidier salient in Picardy—the British 
to the north, the French to the south. They 
,fought with such determination that the 
Huns have not only been driven back to the 
old Hindenburg line, but the allies now are 
éven behind a large part of the line, and the 
Hun retreat siill continues! 

Now comes—to us—the most interesting 
and anxious drive of all—-the great drive in 
which more Americans under arms are ad- 
vancing than upon any previous occasion 
since the birth of the republic! 

With dramatic effect, and after pains- 
taking preparation in the sector between | 
Verdun and the Swiss border, with probably 
more than 1,200,000 American soldiers lined 
up and ready to advance upon a moment’s 
notice at any time within the last two 
months, the great drive began last Thurs- 
day morning and the apex of the third 
salient was hit squarely in front, at St. 
Mihiel, and on botlr sides! 

As we write this it appears that the 
movement has been so successful that this 
great salient has been eliminated, leaving 
the allied front practically without a kink 
all the way from the Swiss border to the 
channel. 

Now the question is just how far our 
troops are going toward, or across the Ger- 
man border before rough winter weather 
calls a halt? 

The first object of Marshal Foch was, 

of cofirse, to wipe out the salients so as to 
protect the allied armies from the danger 
of a flanking movement at any point when 
he gets ready to launch a great co-ordinated 
drive, all along the whole line, toward the 
German border. 
Now that this job has been completed | 
and the line straightened. it is simply a 
question of time as to when we shall start 
and how far we are going before winter. 

“When you get the enemy on the run, 
keep him going,” is a cardinal principle of | 
war with the great allied leader, Marshal | 
Foch. 

The probability is, therefore, that Foch 
will keep straight ahead as long as the 
weather permits, and that when the bad) 
weather sets in the allies will proceed to the 
reinforcement of the whole line for the in- 
evitable spring drive. 

Which drive, if the war is not ended be- 
fore then, will, in all probabflity, prove to

be the culminating blow. 
By March we should have at least a

million more American soldiers in France 
than we have there now. 

If the million and a half already there 
have brought, about such a wonderful revo- 
lution in the military aspect of the western 
front, what is inevitably to be the result 
when another million men are placed in the 
line with those already there! 

The great resources of this country have 
as yet scarcely been touched! 

With over 13,000,000 Americans between 
18 and 46 years of age, additional to those 
previously registered, eagerly responding to 

- with our unlimited resources 
in men, soodstuffs, munitions, money—with 


everything in the world, in fact, that fs | 


needed /to wage war effectively—unques- 
tj ly the beginning of the end is here! 

he end may come in a few months, just 
as suddenly as the beginning came. 

It inevitably must come before the close 
of 1919! 

In the meantime, as the safest and most 
certain means of hastening the end, the 
country and the people should proceed with 
preparations for five years more of warfare; 
for the more vigorous our preparations, the 
more intense our determination, and the 
more elaborate the plans we make for the 
prosecution of a prolonged war, the sooner 
will the end be reached. 


WHERE THE KAISER ERRED. 


“Now is your chance to settle your negro 
problem,” suggested the kaiser, half face- 
tiously, to Dr. Davis, soon after the United 
States entered the war. 

“If America insists upon coming into the 
war,” he went on, “why doesn’t she send 
her negroes across and let us shoot them 
down?” 

While not being ittinenebe by Wilhelm’s 
suggestion, we have sent our negroes 
“across”—some thousands of them, @t any 
rate—but to date mighty few of them have 
been shot down by William and his Huns. 


Our negroes needed no urging to go, 
what is more; they seemed to dread not in 
the least the boasted fate that was in store 
for them. Since they have been over there 
they have not shrunk from their duty, and 
while their duty has taken them into some 
of the very places where the Huns were 
the thickest, surprisingly few of them have 
been shot down. 


Probably the most plausible explanation 
of this lies in the fact that a Hun cannot 
shoot well while running! Especially while 
running from the target! 


In other words, in every engagement the 
negro troops have had with the kaiser’s 
outlaws the Jatter have been put to rout! 
Our negro troops have to date not given 
one foot of ground. 


Just the other day negro troops drove 
the Germans helter-skelter out of a French 
village, and rescued several French civil- 
fans who were being held prisoner there. 
And the rescued Frenchmen declared that 


4d the Germans were thoroughly surprised to 


find themselves confronted by colored 
Americans—-of whom they stand-in dread 
by reason of an idea they have that “the 
American negroes cut off the ears of their 
prisoners!”’ 

Soon after they got into the fighting a 
group of cornered Huns __ treacherously 
yelled “kamerad!”’ and when taken prison- 
ers opened fire upon the unsuspecting cap- 
tors; and now, it is said, the negroes fight 
all the more fiercely in their determination 
to avenge that piece of cowardly German 
deceit! And who will blame them? 


Anyhow, as upon numerous .other occa- 
sions, when the Hun kaiser belittled our 


negro troops to Dr. Davis, and laughingly | 


boasted about how his barbarous minions 
would “shoot them down,” it is plainly to 
be seen now that he reckoned without his 
host!

BIG CIRCUS TAKES. 


MONTHLY CENSUS 


. 


Three Men Require Entire 
Day to Finish Task—The 
Latest Report Shows a 
Marked Increase—Popula- 
tion Now Numbers 1,371. 


Taking the census of a circus the size 
of Ringling Brothers’ is no small task 
even though the recorders find all for 
whom they seek within the area of the 
acres covered by the tents of the canvas 
city. 

In this moving municipality such a 
procedure is pursued once each month 
throughout the entire circus season. 
Three men begin operations very early 
in the morning and usually require the 
entire day to complete their task. The 
last census of the Ringling Brothers’ 
circus disclosed a population of 1,371 
men, women and children; 735 horses, 
herds of elephants and zebras, and 1,003 
wild animals. The greatest increase 
over past seasons is evidenced in the 
number of people. This is explained 
by the fact that the new spectacle of 
knighthood and romance, “In Days of 
Old,” is being presented upon a much 


larger scale than any production of this 
nature yet offered by the Ringling 
Brothers. One hundred more dancing 
girls are introduced in the ballets than 
ever before, and other features have 
been enlarged in similar proportion. 
The new spectacle has also been re- 
sponsible for the increase in train fa- 
cilities, a total of &9 double-length 
cars no'w being required to haul the 
wonders of this marvelous circus. 

Gigantic means are employed to feed 
this city of Ringlinville. More than 
4,000 meals are served daily to its peo- 
ple alone in a vast canvas hotel, said 
to be the largest every traveled. The 
range upon which all fried and broiled 
stuffs are prepared is on wheels and 
weighs upwards of ten fons. It is not 
unusual to hear the head chef place an 
order for 5,000 griddle cakes and a pro- 
portionate amount of eggs and bacon 
for a single breakfast. Practically all 
purchasers are made daily and in the 
Particular city in which the circus is to 
exhibit. The average daily expense of 
running the commissary department is 
over $2,200.

CITY OF VLADIVOSTOK 
BECOMING CONGESTED 


Siberian Port Is Experiencing 
War Boom Since Arrival 
of Allied Armies. 


Viadivostok, August 23-—(Via Tokio. 
Correspondence of the Associated Press.) 
Influx of foreigners insident to the 
landing of allied troops has filled Viadi- 
vostok, already overcrowded by the 
native population, almost to the point 
of standing room only. Y. M. C..A. 
workers, American and Japanese Red 
Cross and the American corps of rail- 
road operatives, have been put to it 
to find places to sleep. . 
A stranger entering Viadivostok faces 
the prospect of walking the streets and 
sleeping in the open unless he is for- 
tumate enough to find friends among 
,some of the foreign charitable organ- 
izations and considers himself extreme- 
ly lucky to be provided with a mat- 


tress and: blanket on the floor of some 
vacant building. Every vacant house 
or apartment has been secured either 
outright or under option by representa- 
tives of the allied powers to house the 
staffs of incoming forces. 


Pienty of Barracks. 


Fortunately Viadivostok has always 
been a heavily garrisoned town and 
there is plenty of barracks room: and 
the Red Cross doctors and nurses are 
well provided for on Russian island, a 
beautiful wooded tract across the bay. 
There a comparatively new hospital 


building with a capacity of 150 beds, 
has been turned over to the American | 
Red Cross and has been refitte.i 
throughout with beds and apparatus 
brought from Japan. <A half dozen 
Japanese doctors and a corps of Japan- 
ese nurses are in attendance upon sev-; 
enty occupan he and Slovaks 
who have hitherto been charges of the 
officers .and men of a United States 
naval vessel in an improvised hospital 
housed in a dock warehouse. 


Hospttal Facilities. 


When organization of the Russian 
island is completed there will be effi- 
cient surgical and medical wards with 
facilities for treatment of eye, ear and 
nose and throat diseases. Contagious 
cases will be treated in the Russian 
marine hospital under Czecho-Slovak 
control. Serviceable ambulances are 
being contrived by naval mechanics out 
of motor lorries and two complete hos- 
pital trains will soon be put in com- 
mission. The Red Cross is expected 
to care for the sick and wounded from 
the British contingent of troops who 
arrived with no hospital facilities. The 
Japanese on the contrary have secured 
and remodeled a Russian hospital with 
adequate facilities in the outskirts of 
the town for the care of their own men. 
The French contingent has an army 
meidcal service of their own, but will 
be dependent more or less upon the 
American and Japanese hospital fa- 
cilities. 

The branch of service which has | 
proved most helpful to date is the 
army Y.M.C. A. Supply and club cars 
have accompanied each contingent of 
troops, distributing bread, tea, coffee, 
chocolate, cigarettes, tobacco, matches, 
at cost price to the fighting men of the 
allied columns and to the Czechs and 
Slovaks all along the line, even to the 
foremost positions.
